The twentieth annual convention 
of the Missouri chapter of the In- 
ternational Federation of Catholic 
Alumnae was held November 10-11 
at the Hotel President. Mrs. Mar- 
garet Scurry, governor of the Mis- 
souri chapter and a St. Teresa alumna 
member, presided at the morning 
session. Mrs. A. B. Harrington, vice- 
governor, presided at the afternoon 
session. 

The Rev. A. M. Tighe of Visitation 
parish gave the invocation. Follow- 
ing this there was an address of wel- 
come by Mrs. Bernard Connor, chair- 
man of the Kansas City Circle, to 
which Mrs. A. B. Harrington, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Circle, re- 
sponded. After the reading of the 
roll call and the convention call re- 
ports of the various standing com- 
mittees were given 

Mrs. A. B. Harrington reported 
that tlie most important work done 
in St. Louis was the maintenance of 
a day school for sight saving sup- 
ported by the St. Louis Circle. Mrs. 
Bernard Conner stated that the Kan- 
sas City Circle provided clinics in the 
parochial schools and supported a 
milk fund.

Guest speaker at the luncheon was 
the Rev. James F. Walsh, S.J., pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Rockhurst 
college. His theme was social jus- 
tice rather than the much flaunted 
idea of liberty. He said that there 
is much to be done but owing to 
the apathy of most Catholics com- 
parative little is being accomplished.

Also at this meeting many plans 
for the forth-coming Bazaar were dis- 
cussed, committees appointed and 
resolutions made to attempt to pass 
the sales quota of tickets sold last 
year.

Physiologists Attend Lecture 

On Monday November 5, St. Jos- 
eph’s Hospital was invaded by twen- 
ty-five enthusiastic physiologists who 
were privileged to attend a special 
lecture and experiment class in tlie 
technicians' laboratory. 

Here the students learned the tech- 
nicalities of determining the beat of 
the heart by the electrocardiograph 
and watched tlie technicians demon- 
strate the process of taking blood 
counts and pressures. After tlie ex- 
periments had been concluded tlie 
students heard a short but interest- 
ing lecture on the heart in general 
by Dr. F. J. Koenig.

A NOVEMBER OFFERING 

A special privilege has been granted to all Catholics 
throughout the world! Our Holy Father has extended 
the closing date of The Jubilee from April 8, 1934, to 
midnight, April 28,. 1935. This should come as good 
news to those who have heretofore been unable to gain 
the special indulgence granted to all who fulfill the 
requirements of the Jubilee. 

This announcement is of special significance to all 
college girls who, upon close observance, will find a 
close comparison between the meaning of college life 
and the meaning of the Jubilee. Just as college opens 
a broader field of learning to the student and prepares 
her for later life so will the indulgence gained from 
the Jubilee open a new field of grace for one’s soul and 
strengthen it for the conflicts and battles it must some- 
time or other face. 

Today is an age when extra grace is especially 
needed. The modern tempo of living calls for a good 
deal of common sense and discrimination. It is up 
to the students of the Catholic schools to set the ex- 
ample as leaders in the new crusade of Catholic Action 
in the acceptance of this special grace. College stu- 
dents should be leaders in everything that pertains 
to their faith and this indulgence is one of the things 
that is going to help them in the problems that meet 
the modern Catholic girl. 

Regarding the conditions of the Jubilee these may 
be discovered by asking a priest or by reading a booklet 
concerning them, The indulgence granted is a plenary 
one and is granted every time the conditions are ful- 
filled. This indulgence may be applied to the Poor 
Souls in Purgatory or to one’s self. As November is 
the month of the Poor Souls it would be especially 
appropriate to make the Jubilee during this month. 
It is a commendable act to make the sacrifice of offer- 
ing the Plenary indulgence granted for the Poor Souls 
In Purgatory but is entirely up to the individual. 
Every Catholic should make some offering for the 
Poor Souls this month; why not make the Jubilee dur- 
ing the month of November? 



A COUNCIL REFORM 

Have you noticed how quiet and orderly the college 
girls have been in the halls recently? They are prov- 
ing to the world in general and St. Teresa's in par- 
ticular that they can and are willing to cooperate 
with the faculty and student council in the important 
matter of discipline. 

Not so long ago complaints were made that the 
students were so noisy they deserved the derisive title 
of infants. Very much alarmed, the student council 
made an appeal to the members to restrain themselves. 
The girls complied at once and the result is the model 
conduct of today. 

It is very gratifying not only to the faculty but 
also to the students themselves to know that when 
such a request is made the ones reprimanded have 
enough good-will to reform. It is this spirit of good- 
will evidenced in slight matters that leads the school 
to depend on a response to any project. 

Now it is up to the individuals to keep this pact 
of silence and order in the halls to avoid a recurrence 
of this particular complaint. 



THE BALL ROLLS ON 

The movement for a clean-up in the motion picture 
industry is a permanent example of the power and in- 
fluence that can be exercised by concerted Catholic 
Action. But when the ball of public criticism was given 
its first push that sent it rolling successfully on its 
way, it was not classified as a nation-wide vote of pro- 
test sponsored by the Church. Instead it found its 
first impetus in the objections of certain progressive 
individuals, notably the clergy, and indignant citizens 
and such far-sighted societies as student sodalists and 
Catholic clubs. 

As a familiar example of the work of individuals, 
Father Tighe is accredited with having introduced the 
topic at St. Teresa’s. Clean motion pictures were the 
subject of many of his lectures in religion classes, al- 
ways his theme was to urge the students to patronize 
only the better pictures, and to cultivate an inde- 
pendence in their selection that would be exemplary 
to others and have some effect, however small, in 
endorsing a petition to the local theatre managers for 
high standard entertainment. His enthusiasm, con- 
tagious in its earnestness, prompted editorials which 
appeared in the Teresian and was responsible for his 
listeners realizing a sense of responsibility in correct- 
ing their promiscuous attendance at any show. All 
this took place last spring about the time Mae West 
appeared in “She Done Him Wrong’’; St. Teresa’s had 
joined the League of Decency before its formal organi- 
zation. 

Then all of a sudden the ball gained speed and 
grew. Newspapers gave columns of front-page space 
to outline the policies of the Catholic clergy and lay- 
men in their boycott on immoral pictures. Immediately 
all other denominations fell in line with the Catholics; 
Jewish rabbis endorsed the quotations of Catholic 
Cardinals on the subject. 

The League of Decency came into being and follow- 
ing its organization the producers and managers faced 
for the first time public opposition too insistent for 
them to ignore; because the League had millions of 
theatregoers who were all the more persistent because 
they had the conviction of a pressing moral cause, 
it made its pressure felt immediately with the result 
of the improved motion pictures shown today. 

During the last few months some critics have tried 
to find fault with the League, charging it with being 
too narrow-minded, too idealistic for the tastes of the 
average movie-goer, or too faulty in its organization 
to be binding. To avoid the accusation on the first 
two counts, the official board of censorship in Holly- 
wood is headed by an intelligent Catholic layman, Mr. 
Joseph I. Breen, who is guided only by the moral good 
taste of the average citizen. As for the last item of 
criticism, the only real faulty phase in the organization, 
— and that one an insurmountable difficulty — is the 
fact that of the many approved arid condemned pic- 
tures published for the public guidance, not one is 
universal enough to be officially binding on all classes. 
Here comes into play the impossibility of stamping a 
certain picture as approved for all theatre-goers, recom- 
mended for all sections of the country. There are 
almost as many distinct classes who patronize the 
movies as there are different types of pictures; the 
nearest remedy for this uncertainty is to leave the 
matter up to the conscience of the individual. 

Meanwhile the huge ball rolls on, now moving along 
smoothly and successfully, but there is always the 
threat that it will re-enter its whirlwind path if any- 
thing like the old situation arises again. For the pri- 
vate and public indignation of every moral-minded 
person is rolled up in that ball of Catholic Action. 



AN UNCELEBRATED EVENT 

For the majority of people in Kansas City, Missouri, 
Tuesday, November 12, passed as just another day. 
For the faculty, students and friends of St. Teresa’s 
it commemorated the silver anniversary of the laying 
of the cornerstone and consequently meant a great 
deal to these few individauls. It would appear that 
nothing less than a school-wide celebration would be 
a just or fitting manner by which to record the event. 
However nothing of this sort was held. It has been 
planned for 1935, the year which will mark the twenty- 
fifth anniversary after “Old St. Teresa" was vacated 
and the building at 56th and Main Streets became 
the new home of the Sisters of St. Joseph. 

A striking change in S. T. C. scenery has taken place 
during the last quarter of a century. In 1909 St. 
Teresa’s Academy was located at Eleventh and Wash- 
ington Streets, Kansas City. The school was well- 
known even at this date. It is the oldest educational 
institution in the city, dating back to its foundation 
in 1866 and to its incorporation a year later. It was 
not until 1910 that the faculty and students moved 
into this present building. It then was that St. Ter- 
esa’s acquired the additional name of Windmoor. 

Sister Evelyn, who planned the New St. Teresa’s, 
and Sister Angeline, one of the Sisters from the old 
school, are now the only persons at St. Teresa’s who 
witnessed the laying of the cornerstone. The most 
treasured souvenir of the occasion is a silver trowel 
which is engraved with the following words: “Most 

Reverend John Joseph Glennon, Archbishop of St. 
Louis, assisted by Right Reverend John Joseph Hogan, 
Bishop of Kansas City, and Right Reverend Thomas 
Frances Lillis, Bishop of Leavenworth used this trowel 
in laying the cornerstone of the Music and Arts Build- 
ing, St. Teresa’s Academy, Kansas City, Missouri, 
November twelfth, nineteen hundred and nine."

"LUCY STONE” 

Alice Stone Blackwell 
(Little, Brown & Co., New York City, 
1931, $3.00 ) 

Although the name of Lucy Stone 
does not bring to our minds perhaps 
such significant and specific details 
as does the mention of Charles A. 
Lindburgh’s name, it is, nevertheless, 
written in the annals of American 
History. 

The author of this interesting book 
is the daughter of Lucy Stone, the 
famous worker in the cause of anti- 
slavery and crusader for woman suf- 
frage. Naturally her comprehension 
of the zeal which carried Lucy Stone 
forward through seemingly endless 
obstacles is deeper and probably 
more real than that of a stranger. 

At a time when women lecturers 
were almost unheard of and suffrage 
was still among the unknown ele- 
ments, Lucy Stone came from a hill- 
top farm, was graduated from Ober- 
lin College and pitched into her pub- 
lic crusade against slavery with in- 
dominitable pluck. 

As the foundress and editor of the 
“Womans’ Journel”, she secured 
many changes in customs and laws 
relating to women. She was the 
first married woman in America who 
publicly insisted upon her right of 
keeping her maiden name. 

She was a woman of much per- 
sonal charm, carrying through many 
projects and winning many converts 
by pure charm where logic would 
have failed her. 

When the book was published the 
Chicago Tribune said of it, "The 
book is a rich and elquent document 
and one closes it with the feelj-g 
that he has had the privilege of 
becoming acquainted with the most 
moving personalities of her day.”

MONETARY SYSTEM 
EXPLAINED TO SOPHS 



.Mr. M. J. McNeills, President of 
South Side Hank Praises 
Roosevelt's Policy 

Following a previous class study 
on the monetary system, Mr. M. J. 
McNellis, president of the South Side 
Bank of Kansas City, gave a brief 
history of the finances of the United 
States to the sophomore history class 
of St. Teresa’s College, Friday, No- 
vember 2. 

As a background for the financial 
history of the United States he ex- 
plained the first forms of money in 
the different countries. 

“Gold is the plaything of adults,” 
he said, “It has always been rather 
mystical. Man has placed too much 
hope in it.” He explained that we 
are off the gold standard in Europe 
only, not at home. He also stated 
that if President Roosevelt had not 
declared a bank holiday when he did 
a revolution would have occured be- 
cause everyone was apprehensive and 
as a result rushed to the banks de- 
manding money. The funds of the 
banks would have been insufficient 
to meet all demands and dire con- 
sequences would have resulted. 

“We do not need inflation,” he 
continued, “we need honesty and a 
keen mind without fear.” In the 
address he also brought out the evils 
in tlie credit system today and 
stressed the fact that “we should pay 
as we go.” 

After the lecture Mr. McNellis 
answered questions asked by the stu- 
dents concerning his subject.
